the Name, when transferred from the Whole 
to Individuals---It may feem paradoxical, 
yet nothing is more certain, than that Want, 
nay Diffre/s, is as neceflary for the Preferva- 
tion of the focial World, as Storms, Tem- 
petits, and ether Calamities, are to the Na- 
tural. 

In the Days of Induftry, a Man, who 
fov’d his Wife and his Children, would 
eurb his natura) Appetite for Drink or Idle- 
neis, and work fix Days in the Week, be- 
caufe he knew, that, in Cafes of Child- 
bed, Sicknefs, or bodily Accidents, he and 
his Family had a to depend upon but 
his Earnings. The Wife, and perhaps the 
Children, were equally induftrious for the 
fame Reafon ; and thus the Apprehenfion 
and Fear of Want and Diftrefs, perhaps the 
Expeétation of them, became one of thofe 
Links of the great Chain that binds toge- 
ther the moral and the focial Syftem. But 
what is now the Cafe? - - - The Hufband, 
knowing well that his Wife can be provid- 
ed for in the Lying-in-Ho/pital, and that 
his Child might have a Chance for the 
Foundling ; that there are Infirmaries open 
in every Street to receive them in Cafe of 
Accidents; inftead of earning and faving 
the Shilling which Bis Anceftors ufed to lay 
apart for thofe Accidents, he fpends it in 
the Ale-houfe, as his Wife, from the fame 
Motive, does her Groat in the Gin-fhop. 
What muft be the Confequence of this, let 
our Government take all the Cautions in 
the World to prevent them, bat a gradual 
Decay of Indufiry from Habits of Idlenefs? 

I know it may be urged, that Patients, 
under the Care of public Charities, recover 
fooner than they would if they were at their 
own Expence. But this is a Faé, which I 
am afraid is no more true, than that the In- 
ftitution of the Foundling-Ho/pital had tend- 
ed to preferve and increafe the Species of 
Englifomen. Daily and hourly Experience, J 
am afraid, prove the reverfe. 

Perhaps, according to the Rules I have 
laid down to myfelf in the former Part of 
this Paper, I have faid too much upon this 
Head, and therefore I cannot difmifs the 
Subje& without declaring that I fincerely 
think Charity to be the brighteft and the 
mof ufeful of all Virtues: But then it ought 
to be a Chriftian Charity ; it ought not to 
run into Madne/s through Ofentation, or into 
Extravagance from Compafion. The Good 
of the Whole ought to take Place. Were 
One-half of thofe immenfe Sums, beftowed 
in England in maintaining the Poor, expend- 

ed in employing them, we might call fuch an 
Application Charity indeed. Labour and 
Induftry tend to Health; Intemperance and 
Idlenefs to Difeafe. One of the Charaéte- 
riftics of Charity is, that it waunteth not. 
Look at the Advertifements and Paragraphs 
of our News-Paper ; look at the Proceflions 
that croud our Streets; look at the Refort 
that fills our Churches, of Perfons that ne- 
ver enter them upon another Occafion, and 
fay whether the Engli/> Charities anfwer 
that Charaéteriftic. . it confiftent with the 
meek, the calm, the beneficent Nature of 
Charity, to fet Streets, Parifhes, nay Fami- 
dies, together by the Ears, about the Choice

out is intended as a Difcouragement to real 
Charity ; but real Charity, I mutt beg Li- 
berty to fay, .confifts as much in preventing 
as in relieving Diftrefs ; and I cannot help 
thinking that the preventive Part has hither- 
to been too much neglected amongft us. I 
look upo. the Inftitution of the Marine So- 
ciety to be a preventive Charity, and that 
too one of the noblett and bet judged of acy 
that ever was formed, becaufe it tends to 
prevent the Poor from falling into Di/fre/s by 
giving them Employment, and at the fame 
‘Time to benefit Society, by their Services 
in the Caufe of their Country. I look upon 
the Sums beftowed upon our brave Country- 
men abroad to be a preventive Charity. 
Many a gallant Fellow who fought at Quebec 
and Minden may, by it, be prevented from 
contracting Difeafes, which might prevent 
them from being of future Service to their 
Country. I look upon the Money beitowed 
upon their Widows and Orphans in the fame 
Light, becaufe it will prevent and remove, 
in a great Meafure, that Difcouragement to 
the Britifs Service which arifes from a Man’s 
reflecting, that if he goes into the Service 
and is killed, his Wife and Family mutt be

We cloathed them 
when the Severity of the Seafon muit have 
proved fatal, without timely Relief, to ma- 
ny of them ; and in all the Charities I have 
yet mentioned with Applaufe, I do not re- 
member in the Papers a fingle Advertife- 
ment about any Competition amongtt their 
Officers or Managers. 

But now that I have mentioned the fhi- 
vering Condition of the French Prifoners 
(for whofe Relief this Paper was the firft 
Advocate that appeared) I cannot help clo- 
fing my Letter with a Story, which the 
Reader may apply as he pleafes. 

A certain Lady, at the Court End of the 
Town, of great Family and Fortune, one 
very bitter Sunday in the Wiater, defcend- 
ing from her Coach as fhe returned Home 
from Church, was accofted by a poor Wo- 
man with fcarce a Rag upon her Back, her 
Limbs quivering, her ‘Teeth chattering, and 
her Knees knocking together, thro’ the Ex- 
tremity of the Weather. Her Ladythip hap- 
pening at that Time to be greatly pinched 
in like Manner, looked upon her -with an 
Eye of the utmoft Compaffien, and ordered 
her Footman to caufe her Butler to give the 
poor Creature halfa Crown. Her Ladyfhip 
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down before a rouzing Fire, fhe warmed 
hericlf moft comfortably. It unfortunately 
happened that her Butler was a Methodift, 
aud not having yet returned from the Ta- 
bernacle, her Ladyhhip feeing through the 
Window the poor Wretch ftill ftanding by 
her Door, fhe called Fosz the Footman and 
bid him give the Beggar-Woman a couple 
of Shillings. —-The Fellow run to get 
Change, but before he returned, her Lady- 
fhip called to the other Footman with an 
Intention to order him to give the poor Wo- 
man a Shilling. Before he could attend, her 
Ladythip (whofe Charity grew cold in Pro- 
portion as.her Perfon grew warm) rung the 
Bell for her Cook, and told her, that it 
muft be owing to her Encouragement that 
her Doors were peftered every Day with a 
Parcel of good-tor-nothing idle Wretches 
whom it was a Sin to give Charity to; and 
if that Beggar-Woman was not inftantly 
turned away, without receiving a fingle Far- 
thing, the would initantly turn the Cook 
out of her Place.

ceedings thrive I am witnels, who have feen 
feveral of tnefe legerdemain Farmers break. 
But it is very hard on the Clergy, who lofe by 
thefe thifts from year to year, perhaps a fourth 
prt of their benefice. I wili do the Rev. Gen- 
tlemen the juttice to fay, that, for the genera- 
lity, they live up to their incomes ; covetoufnefs 
er litigioufnefs is not their reigning fault ; but 
what can Farmers expect from them, if they are 
encroaching upon them, and cheating them in 
every poffible article of their juft rights and 
dues ? I fear this isa grievance can never be fet 
right by my fingle remonfirance; but I know a 
fet of the moft wealthy honeft yeomen in the 
kingdom, who are refolved to addrefs a peti- 
tion to parliament, if this abufe goes on much 
longer. They are convinced that while the 
Farmer cheats his Minifter he grows abandon‘d | 
and harden’d againft all religion and virtue; 
and that nothing can fecure the fpiritual good 
of the people fo well as a good underftanding 
and agreement with the perfuns appointed to 
be their teachers; and I am certain they are 
not difficult to live neighbourly with. Where 
one Clergyman is churlith or unreafonable, I 
will venture to fay one may find twenty Far- 
mers that are fo: the reafon is plain, the Clersy 
have moftly liberal educations, which correcis 
their prejudices; whereas their parifhioners of 
the middle and lewer fost are generally igno- 
rant in every thing but ploughing and fowing, 
and over-reaching. For my own part, I never 
wronged any man that I know of ; I honour 
the reverend man that teaches me my duty, and 
always made it my rule to give him his utmoft 
due with good-wili, and in twenty years never 
had the leaf difpute with him, aor with his 
predeceffor, of honoured memory, but found 
them ever my beft friends and counfelloys in all 
difficulties, and am grown rich under the influ 
ence of their pious good wifhes. A Faemer,
